2,480 miles of Venus at 


10:34 a.m, PDT today on an) 


atmosphere sampling mis- 
sion similar to that of a 
Russian. craft which para- 
chuted a capsule to the 
planet's surface Wednesday. 

Flight controllers at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratories ‘here 
said signals indicated all instru- 
ments on the U.S. craft were 
working and data was being re- 
corded .on 
several hours later. 

One ‘of the key experiments—| 
measuring . atmospheric depth! 
and. density by distortion of 
radio waves 
540-pound eraft swept 
Venus. at a speed of 19,000 an 


hour shortly after its closest. ap-) 


proach. 


The tinkling tones of its radio} 


carrier wave, which carries 
coded data ‘signals, were_inter- 
rupted as the craft, was hidden 
from earth by the planet. 


EXTREMELY HOT 

Bending of the waves y 
Venus’ cloudy atmosphere— 
which. the Soviet Venus IV con- 
firmed as mostly carbon dioxide 
and extremely hot—was expect- 
ed to show the density of the at- 
mosphere and how far it ex- 
tends from the surface. 

The signals stopped at 10:37 
a.m, and resumed 
later. 

During the flyby, 
on Mariner V measured

atmosphere. From this, U.S. 
scientists hoped to deduce the 
density of the heavier lower 
layer of carbon dioxide and thus 
check the accuracy of the Soviet 
craft's findings. 

Strength of emissions from 
sunlight-excited atoms of hydro- 
gen and oxygen was a Measure 
of ‘heat in the. upper atmos- 
phere. Scientists said they could 
calculate from this the heat .on 
the surface, which Venus IV ra- 
dioed was 536 degrees Fahren- 
helt, 

Only hint of trouble came a 
few hours before the flyby when 
ground transmitters ran into’ a 
30-minute delay in sending a 
backup signal’ to start the tape 
recorder. The recorder turned 
on automatically, howevér, and 
the mission went off as planned. 

Estimates of the time it would 
take Mariner V to have its sig- 
nals blacked out by Venus had 
ranged from 11 minutes to) 26 
minutes, depending upon the ac- 
tual diameter of the planet.

If you become so infirm in 
B.C. that you must enter -a 
private hospital, the welfare 
department will pay $230 on 
your behalf, (including your 
pension cheque). 

This is so far ‘below the $270 
that private hospitals say. is 
required; you will have a hard 
time finding a bed.

HE WAFFLING BY CIFY 
council members which led — 
after three negative votes -- to.a 
decision in. August '1966, to let the 
Hydro authorities run a ‘1,100-foot 
power-line. swath 100 feet wide 
through a corner of Thetis Lake 
Park has now been paralleled by the 
parks committee which has reversed 
its demand for. below-ground stump 
removal in the affected area. The 
heavy-handed treatment of — the 
whole affair by B.C. Hydro engend- 
ers cynicism in the public mind. 

“The crowning touch to the affair 
{is the Hydro’s donation of about 49 
acres of parkland to the city in re- 
turn for the right of way. That 49 
acres is not “new park” as it has 
been described, and it is no bargain. 

In. 1960, the Hydro’s—predeces- 
sors, the B.C.Eleetric, persuaded the 
city council to permit a power line 
right-of-way down the eastern side 
of Thetis Lake Park — a 26-acre 
strip 250. feet wide to be denuded 
of trees. The strip cut off a pro- 
jecting 48.9-acre triangle from the 
body of the park, and this parcel 
was included in the deal with the 
proviso that the public would con- 
tinue to have right of access. The 
property has no road access, is 
bounded on two sides by ‘Thomas 
Francis Park and.Thetis Lake Park, 
and is hardly usable for anything 
but parkland. (As a last bargaining 
point, the B.C. Electric threw in 
some property at Durrance Lake, 
which -so far the city has_not been 
able to develop.) 

This, then, is the generous con- 
tribution which Hydro now offers to 
the city, and threatens to withdraw 
if it is not relieved of the task of 
cutting 56 stumps on the new south- 
ern— power-line route to below 
ground level, 


When Hydro was persuading city 
council to. grant the southern right- 
of-way some 15 months ago it ar- 
gued that it would cost $20,000 to 
divert the city-to-Langford line a 
few yards so as to miss the park 
property. And this, it was stressed, 
would be a. serious waste- of public 
money—as though. carving up a 
park éntailed no losses to the public 
which owns it. Now, however, this 
emerges merely as a bargaining 
point, not a necessity, since Hydro 
threatens: to re-route its line — a 


—shnple matter it now-appears-— if 


the city insists that it cut stumps to 
ground level. It would also of course, 
withdraw the offer of the 48.9-acres 
—to which the public is guaranteed 
access in any case. 


In all these deals — six years 
ago, 15 months ago and again today, 
there is a sorry appearance of a pro- 
vincial juggernaut pushing a city 
council around to get its own way— 
and the city council does not seem 
willing to fight. 


Lost somewhere in the scuffle is 
the principle of the preservation of 
irreplaceable parkland, presumably 
the solemn trust of the people’s elec- 
ted representatives. The once-in-a- 
lifetime demand of 1960 has been 
followed by the once-again-in-a-life- 
time demand of 1966 and now the 
ultimatum of 1967, And Thetis Lake 
Park, internationally known as an 
invaluable ‘and in many respects 
unique nature sanctuary, is being 
nibbled and scarified in. the name of 
industrial necessity which later 
turns out not to be so necessary 
after all. The park deserves better 
than this precarious brink existence, 
and the people, who own it, should 
so insist.

Chance to Reform the Question Period 


F there is any logic in politics the Con- 
servatives under Mr, Stantield should 
be mucn more receptive than in the past 
to proposals for parliamentary reform. 
The reason is simple. 
There is a ministerial 
way of looking at 
parliamentary - re- 
form and: there is an 
Opposition way. 
While they were dis- 
united. the Conserva- 
tives had little hope 
‘ of forming a govern- 
ment and they were 
developing the habits 
of mind of a ~per- 


manent Opposition. 

With the advent of Mr, Stanfield, they 
can again think of themselves as the 
alternative to the government. If there is 
no serious reform and they succeed to 
the treasury benches, they will face 
precisely the same problems which have 
caused Mr. Pearson to urge changes in 
the rules. 

It would, however, be unrealistic to 
expect sudden changes of attitudes. For 
one thing it is unwise, as Mr. Pearson 
found, to count political majorities 
before they have hatched. If Mr. 
Stanfield's plans. miscarry, his career as 
Oppositior leader may be longer than he 
now expects.. In addition, some of his 
close advisers are entirely sincere in 
their view that the price of efficiency is 
too high if there is an impairment of 
Parliament’s power to hold the govern- 
ment to account. 

Thus the larger changes which have 
been discussed in Ottawa are likely to 
involve long and searching discussion 
and possisly hard bargaining among the 
various parties. Experience suggests,’ 
however, that more limited but -useful 
reforms maybe attainable, particularly 
in the improved atmosphere of the 
present session. 


Too Often Dull 


It night be of- value to consider the 
question period which can be exciting in 
mornents of-crisis but is too often a dull 
interlude, focusing on nothing in particu- 
lar and leading nowhere. 

As any copy of Hansard will show, the 
curiosity of “members is, generally 
distributed over 20 or more unrelated 
questions. Much of the effort is wasted 
because—this freedom to range is 
balanced by fairly restrictive rules 
enforced by Mr. Speaker. A high 
proportion of the questions are struck 
down -as- not urgent, argumentative, 
excessively general, repetitive, “hypo- 
thetical or unacceptable for other 
reasons. Sometimes, after an argument, 
a member will attempt to reframe his 
question, often-unsuccessfully, and quite 
frequently a minister will be cut short as 
he endeavors to explain the complexities 
of a situation. 

The. House has a few specialists in 
illegal questions, none more skilful than 
Mr. Churchill, The great advantage of an 
illegal question is that,. although unac- 
ceptable and thus unanswerable, it goes 
on the record, Thus-on a recent day, 
addres ing the minister of transport, Mr- 
Churchiil asked: “‘Recalling—the min- 
ister’s experience with the admirals over 
the past few years, is he confident that 
he will be ale to deal just as ruthlessly 
with sailor Jack Pickersgill?”’ 


Half a Sentence 


On that particular occasion Mr, 
Hellyer managed half a sentence about 
full co-operation before running foul of 
Mr. Speaker’s ‘Order please.”’ 

In general the amount of frystration 
generated by the present question period 
seems “excessive-when—compared—with 
the snippets of information which the 
hour produces. There is the further fact 
that every minister in the capital feels 
obligatec to attend although in many 
cases it would¢be more profitable to the 
country if he was about his administra- 
tive duties. 

The British have a quite different 


hand if the subject is foreign affairs. But 
the matter being investigated is probed 
at some depth, with many supplements, 
so that the Opposition has a better 
chance of obtaining the information 
sought’ and the minister a_ better 
opportunity of explaining his case. 
With-some modifications, recognizing 
the diversity of our vast federation and 
widely varying regional interests, this 
system might be useful here. One 
suggestion, from a member who_has 
given much thought to such reforms, is 
that the first day of the week should 
remain open as at present, with no 
restriction of targets. The greater 
freedom accorded to-ministers-oy the 


substitution of. the British practice on 
other days could be balanced by a 
relaxation of the rather stringent rules 
now applying to questions. 

The general practice in recent years 
has been to introduce procedural changes 
on a trial basis for a limited period. It 
would be interesting to'see the results of 
such an experiment with the © British 
practice. While it, would probably offer 
mixed tactical advantages and disad- 
vantages to both sides, there is no 
reason to believe that the balance would 
be materially altered. If question period 
became more productive we would have 
a better informed Parliament, which 
should be tothe general >enefit.

There was no immediate information 
as to his-success on October 16.

However, since Israel has refused to 
conduct negotiations with the Arabs 
through any intermediary, however 
friendly, neither. the United States nor 
Britain, which is also intimately in- 
volved, is looked upon in this light.

Beelcy, -arrived in Cairo October 15 to 
explore prospects directly with U.A.R.

Fire Drill 


Fire Prevention is to the fore these 
dgvs and having had _ considerable 
experience along this line in several 


achool systems, I would like to note-two 
or three points that are sometimes not 
carefully thought out. 

The danger, as has been noted in the 
Times recently, is not sg much from the 
fire itself but from suffocation by smoke 
and gases, and panic where children are 
trampled -down, 

Consequently, the time it takes to 
vacate a ‘Juilding is not very important 
and should not be emphasized except in 
extreme cases; the important points are 
order, discipline and control. 

The position of the teacher with 
respect to the class is very important, 
He or she should be at the head of the 
class during fire drill with the exception 
of the very unusual case where the fire is 
in his or her classroom; in which case 
the teacher should see that all pupils get 
out of fhe room safely and then proceed 
at once to the front of the class. 

The real danger is almost invariably 
in front where pupils may be pushed into 
a fire by those behind or may run into it 
in their wild rush to go out of the school 
by their usual route. The teacher should 
be able to stop the class at any time by 
word or sign; also to turn ji around or re- 
route it. — Modoc.

Top French Diplomat 
For Quebec City Post? 


By GERALD WARING 


OTTAWA — According to private intelli- 
gence from Paris, the next step in the Paris- 
Quebec minuet may be the posting of a high 
ranking French diplomat to Quebec City. 

He will be a “name” appointee; someone of 
stature so transcending that of the French 
ambassador to Canada, Francois Leduc. as to 
trumpet that the French government considers 
Quebec’ more important than Canada. 


This will further flatter the government at 
Quebec City, which is already glowing with 
pride. and satisfaction over the fact that 
President de Gaulle has extended to Quebec 
the courtesies and considerations customary 
only.in relations between sovereign nations.

The union was fined $25,000

This year with warm sunshihe and somnolent breezes for 
10 days, plus excellent racing (can you recall a year when 
there were more photo finishes?) the handle was up $90,000. 

The somebody pulled the plug and the profits ran down the 
drain, So did nearly everything else—punters, ponies and 
automobiles. 

People will bet on “off’’ tracks: (they do upset 
handicapping? but only as long as the horses are taking the 
wash and they are dry. : } 

Charleston, West Virginia, runs a meet in December and 
January. The horses run in snow, sleet, hail and- monsoon. 
But the bettors relax in a glass-enclosed,; heated grandstand, 
their hands warm enough to peel off money. te-make a wager. 

Now Jockey Club officials, October rain .spilling out of 
their ears, want to switch to a spring meet. 

In some quarters the announcement was greeted with 
less than wild enthusiasm, ‘The dissenters said the betting 
dropped because of the unusual, prolonged rain. (Is rain in 
Lotus!and THAT unusual?). 

Put up a new grandstand, they said, and you'll make a 
million, They were eager to spend money as long as it was 
the Jockey Club's money. ,

MIGUEL ASTURIAS 
. champion of poor 


Wins Prize 
For Writing 


| STOCKHOLM, ' Sweden (AP) 
|—Miguel Angel Asturias, Guate- 
malan ambassador to France, 
today was awarded the 1967 
Nobel prize for literature. 

The 67-year-old. champion - of 
Latin American Indians wen-the 
prize for ‘his highly colored 
writings rooted in a national. in- 
dividuality and Indian  tradi- 
tions"’, the Swedish Academy of 
Letters said, 
| This year’s. prize sum is 320,- 
000 crowns ($62,000), 

Asturias has spoken out 
strongly against dictatorships 
oppressing the native population 
living in misery. One of his}. 
major works is an accusation 
agains’ the U.S. United Fruit 
Company's dominance of the 
banana-rich republic. 

WENT INTO EXILE 

Asturias spent many years in 
exile in Argentina, Italy and 
France. He went into self-im- 
posed exile in 1954 after the ov- 
erthrow of the left-wing govern- 
ment of Jacobo Arbenz. 

His most famous works in 
clude Mulata de Tal (The Mulat- 
ita and the Fly) and Los Ojos de

Doctor Must Decide Who Shall Live, Die 


The choice of whose life will 
be saved by dramatic new 
miedical innovations must 
always rest with the doctor, a 
Victoria’ physician maintains. 

Dr. Peter Banks made the 
observation in a speech to the 
Canadian Medical Association 
in Banff last April. His speech 
is reported’ in a recent issue 
of the British Columbia Jour- 
nal of Medicine. 

Dr. Banks referred as an 
example to. the new artificial 
kidney machines which are 
able to greafly prolong life, 
but which are still in_short 
supply because of costs.

Dr. Malcolm G. Taylor, presi- 
dent ‘of the University of 
Victoria, was in the chair and 
the panel also included Rev. 
Patrick Ratchford of the Roman 
Catholic diocese of Victoria; 
Rev. Dr. Samuel Parsons, presi- 
dent, Greater Victoria Council 
of Churches; and Garth Homer, 
executive director, Community. 
Welfare Council. 


Mayor Stephenwas asked if 
he thought. British Columbia's 
provincial government is doing 
enough for social welfare. 

“The present government is 
very often faulted as being 
more interested in things than 
people,” the mayor replied. 
“But sometimes you have to do 
things -before you can help 
people: 

“There are priorities such as 
road-making and dam-building.

No Fun Year 
For Nation’s 
Poor People 


SASKATOON (CP) — Alan 
|Clarke, executive director of the 
Company of Young Canadians, 
Says Canadians should do more 
than just talk about existing 
social conditions. 

He told the annual meeting of 
the Saskatchewan Parks and 
|Recreation Association, “It was 
not a fun year for the Canadian 
Indian, the Negro in Nova 
| Scotia, for families trapped in| 
|urban ‘slums or for the more 
than 1,000,000 adult Canadians 
who are functionally illiterate.”’ 

Canada is both a have and a 
have-rot country in which the 
ordinary Canadian often is the 
victim, rather than the agent or 
beneficiary, of social progress, 
he said. 

Many young people are start- 
ing to act to supplement the 
talk about conditions. They are 
joining groups such as the CYC 
to work in many areas to- bring 
about changes. 

Commenting on reaction to 
what is being described as

Preserving Begonias 
For Another Year 


By HILDA BEASTALL 


“Turerous begonias last 
amazingly well here through 
most of October. 

Perhaps: the reason lies in 
their being used, in planters 
under wide 
eaves on the 
north: side of 
homes. 

In this posi- 
tion the be- 
gonias -bene- 
fit from the 
méist air 
around them in 
October, with- 
out receiving 
drenching rain- Hilda, 
storms. = 

Before long it will be neces- 
sary for them to make way for 
other plants’ to give color in 
winter and early spring.

Pack the plants side by side | 
in shallow wooden boxes to keep| 
them for a week or two in a 
shed, basement or garage.
